Armament Plants 
Furnishing Relief 
Only Gradually

British Show Concern 
LONDON — (IP)— Germany's mighty 


new drive toward the heart of Rus- 
sia—imperiling armies that guard Mos- 
cow—was viewed with mounting con- 
cern by Britain Thursday who saw no 
real hope of easing the pressure of 
their Soviet allies by reopening a west 
land front. 


With supplies as their chief means 


of aid Britain and U. S. envoys ar- 
rivveil back in London loaded with 
data on Russia's needs and pledge to 
eliver the goods. 


Newspapers took the view that the 


next few weeks would decide the 
fate of Russia's main armies now 
locked in the mightiest battle in his- 
tory. 


Authoritative sources declared the

Save By Making 
Careful Choice 
of Hosiery 


Know Your 
Material Before 
Buying Is County 
Agent's Advice 


One of the best ways of keeping 


clothing bills within the budget is the 
careful selection of hosiery, says Miss 
Mary Claude Fletcher, County home 
demonstration agent. 


The hosiery bill, usually the most 


difficult of all clothing accounts to 
control, can be kept within more reas-* 
enable limits by the simple expedient 
of checking all important points of 
hosiery selection when the purchase 
is made, Miss Mary Claude Fletcher 
says. 


Most important points to check in 


selecting hosiery, whether cotton, silk, 
rayon or oilier synthetics, according to 
Miss Sue Marshall, extension special- 
ist in clothing-and household arts of 
the University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture, are weight, size, and 
length. 


"One of the most frequent reasons 


hose wear out too quickly, "Miss Mar- 
shall says, "is that the weight of 


, stocking selected is not suited to its 


use. Usually,-it's because the stock- 
ing is too sheer for the heavy wear 
it must get. 


"Easiest way to check the weight 


of a stocking is to put your hand in- 
side it and judge by the looks and 
the feel. But it is often possible also 
to check the size of the yarn used in 
the stocking and the finess of the knit- 
ing. Stocking weight depends on both 
these factors. In silk stockings, for 
instance, size of the yarn is often 
given in the designations "two-thread" 
"three-thread" and son on. The high- 
er the number of threads the su'onger 
the yarn. Finess of knitting is indi- 
cated by guage number. The higher 
this number, the finer the knitting. 


"Stockings the right size also wear 


better. For most women, a stocking 
foot length should be % inch longer 
than the length of the foot. Stocking 
size is the length of the stocking foot 
in inches. Wool hose usually should 
be about one-half size larger than 
other hose, to allow for shrinkage. 


"Buying stockings the correct length 


medium, short, or long—to save 


runs. Medixim hose 
are 
about 31 


inches from heel to top: short 28 
inches; and long about 33 inches. 


"Other points to check are the tex- 


ture of the stocking, special finishes 
that may be applied to stockings to 
improve them in various ways, the 
elasticity or ability of the stocking 
to stretch then snap back into shape, 
whether the stocking is full-fashioned 
or circular knit, how sturdy are the 
reinforcements at strategic points of 
stocking wear, and the general ap- 
pearance of the hose, "Miss Marshall 
says.

says.

ers for amateur milliners: 


"Prepare the felt in the hats by 


cutting it into strips one-eighth inch 
wide. Start at any point on the brom 
and continue cutting as if peeling an 
apple. Wind (lie cut felt in balls (o 
make it easy to handle. One color 
may be used or several colors com- 
bined in one. Just suit your fancy in 
this matter of color. 


"When the felt is nil cut, select your 


design, one, of course, that will give- 
that swanky appearance sought by all 
women.

of lukewarm sudsy water made with 
mild soap. Strong harsh soap harms 
the wool fibers and should never be 
used. Let the wool stand 10 to 20 min- 
utes in the first suds then remove 
lo a second tub of lukewarm suds 
and allow to stand 10 to 15 minutes. 


Place in a third sucls for five min- 


utes and then vinse in three waters- 
that are the same temperature as the 
suds. (It must be remembered ex- 
treme changes in temperature

The line then 
follows the southern shore of Lake 
Erie, includes the Detroit and south- 
ern Michigan auto production area, 
southern Wisconsin, southern Minne- 
sota, and so on west. The line is not 
a hard and fast boundary, but a flex- 
ible guide-line that attempts to set 
up this interior defense area which 
a 
potential enemy 
would have to 


penetrate in order lo knock out de- 
fense production and service of sup- 
plies. 


Locating new plants on the seaboard 


would obviously make them that much 
more vulnerable to attack, but the 
more important point is that manu- 
facturing is already pretty well con- 
centrated along the coasts, particular- 
ly in the New England-New York- 
New Jersey area, and the availabl 
labor and resources supplies in some 
areas were already straining from ov- 
er-demand.

When the Plant Site Board meets 


now to consider the location of some 
new industry or the expansion of ai 
old one, it has before it full data 01 
the labor supply, utilities, tianspor 
tation, housing reserve, proximity o 
raw materials, availability uf ampl 
sub-contracting facilities and, final 
ly, the need of the section for ne\\ 
industries. 


No one can make any sure predic 


lions as to what's going to happei 
to all this increased productive plan 
capacity when the defense effort i 
over. Some may be converted int 
useful civilian production. Oth""'s w" 
have to be maintained 
as defens 


plants for possible luture emeiee 
ies. Some may have to be scrappei 
In that respect, the building of ne 
plants, at no one knows exactly win 
total costs, may have been a waste 
ful effort. 


The point is made, however, tha 


not every existing factory producin 
for civilian consumers can be econ 
omically converted 
to defense pro 


iduction. That is one of the weakness 
1 us of the argument in favor of coir 
pulsory sub-contracting 
or bits an 


pieces production. England followed 
both those patterns and by some re- 
ports lost 30 per cent productive cap- 
jacily in so doing.

to be saved next spring they must 
be planted this fall. 


In planting a seed patch, the first 


thing to be considered is the place. 
The seed patch must be well drained, 
moderately productive, and free of 
weeds or brush that would hinder har- 
vesting, Charles F. Simmons of the 
University of Arkansas College of Ag- 
riculture advises. In nil cases the 
land should be broken and a good 
seedbed prepared if possible. Triple 
superphosphate, at the rate of 100 
pounds per acre, should be worked 
into the seed bed and then the seed 
planted. 


For a seed patch the rate of seeding 


should be much higher than for pas- 
ture seeding, Mr. Simmons said. Both 
white and hop clovers should be seed- 
ed at the rate of 6 pounds per acre, 
crimson clover at the rate of 15 to 
20 pounds per acre, and bur clover at 
the rate of 10 bushels per acre. All 
the seed except bur clover must be in. 
oculated if the seed patch is to be j 
a success. 
I 


On most farme well-rotted manure 


should be applied to the seed patch 
it the rate of 3 to 5 tons per acre. 


Because of the tough seed coat of 


>ur clover, the Extension agronomist 
said that seed planted this late should 
probably be treated with the hot- 
vater method. This method is de- 
cribcd in the Arkansas Extension 
Circular 423, "Bur Clover," which 
may be obtained from the county 
igent.

rom seed produced on their home 
arms. These planting are up to a 
fine stand. The McDavit farm is in 
Terre Rouge creek bottom to the left 
of highway 67 five miles out of Hope.

October 20 Is 
Latest Date for 
South Arkansas 


With a goal of 402,000 acres of oats 


for harvest in Arkansas as a part of 
the national voal in the USDA Farm 
Defense Program, Hempstead county- 
farmers who are going to plant oats 
are urged by Oliver L. Adams, coun- 
ty agent, to plant them now before the 
latest safe date for seeding. 


Usually the latest recommended date 


for planting in the northern part o 
Arkansas is October 5, though oats 
may be seeded in central and South- 
ern Arkansas up to October 20. ac- 
cording to information received by 
Mr. Adams from Charles F. Simmons, 
Extension agronomist of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture. 


To reduce the danger of winter kill- 


ing and to get the best yields from 
the oats, the following precautions 
should be taken: (1) plant on a well- 
prepared seedbed; (2) Use a drill for 
Ceding if possible; 
(3) plant an 


adapted variety such as Ferguson 922 
Nortex or Hastings 100-bushel; (4) 
apply fertilizer before planting using 
either 200 to 300 pounds of a 6-12-6 
fertilizer before planting, using either 
200 to 3000 pounds of a 6-12-6 fer- 
tilizer or 200 pounds of 20 per cent 
superphosphate and 25 to 30 pounds 
of muriate of potash per acre; (5) 
plant the oats at a rate of 10 pecks 
per acre and .6) treat seed with chem- 
icals to control smut. 


Oats may be seeded in lespedeza 


stubgle or in cotton or corn middles
